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ACT 21 OF 1976 
THE TRAVANCORE -COCHIN HINDU RELIGIOUS INSTITUTIONS 

(AMENDMENT) ACT, 1976 
An Act further to amend the Travancore-Cochin Hindu Religious Institutions Act, 1950 . 

Preamble . - WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Travancore 
Cochin Hindu Religious Institutions Act, 1950 , for the purposes hereinafter 
appearing ; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty -seventh Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 

1 ! Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be called the 
Travancore- Cochin Hindu Religious Institutions (Amendment) Act, 1976 . 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Government may, 
by notification in the Gazette , appoirt. 

2. Insertion of new section 16A . - In the Travancore-Cochin Hindu 
Religious Institutions Act, 1950 (XV of 1950 ) (hereinafter referrel to as the 
principal Act), after section 16 , the following section shall be inserted , 
namely: 

“ 16A . Power of Board to borrow.- (1) The Board may, from time to time, 
with the previous sanction of the Government and subject to such conditions 
and limitations as the Government may determine, borrow any sum for 
investment by the Board in any remunerative scheme undertaken or to be 
undertaken by it. 

(2 ) The income derived from any remunerative scheme implemented 
wholly or partly with any sum borrowed under sub -section (1 ) shall be 
utilised only for the repayment of the loan and payment of interest thereon 
and for the purpose of performing the functions which the Board is required 
by this Act to perform ." . 

3. Insertion of new section 75A . - After section 75 of the principal Act, 
the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

“ 75A . Power of Board to borrow .- (1) The Board may , from time to 
time, with the previous sanction of the Government and subject to such 
conditions and limitations as the Government may determine, borrow any 
sum for investment by the Board in any remunerative scheme undertaken or 
to be undertaken by it. 

(2 ) The income derived from any remunerative scheme implemented 
wholly or partly with any sur borrowed under sub -section ( 1) shall be 
utilised only for the repayment of the loan and payment of interest thereon 
and for the purpose of performing the functionswhich the Board is required 
by this Act to perform ." .
